— Requires action by the Select Board (expected Oct. 25) 
¢ Linwood St @ Bikeway relocation to new sidewalk built by DPW behind 
existing sidewalk 


¢ Relocations may occur by the end of the month 
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Linwood St at Minuteman Bikeway 


Notes: 
Requires construction of additional concrete sidewalk 6’ 


wide and 33’ long 
Would be able to function during winter 
Avoids winter storage fees and relocation fee would be
